FARMERS’ fairs roll on in 
greater brillance and more orderly pres- 
entation than ever. City cousins throng 
the ringsides, stream down the aisles, 
and consumers are beginning to under- 
stand how much sweat and planning 
and capital it takes to keep them well- 
fed, well-clothed, well-housed. The 
crowds of farm folks are not what they 
should be, and for just one reason: 
it's hard to get help, and who is going 
to run off and leave things unattended? 
But here are some highlights you have 
reported to us: 


ILLINOIS LEADS OFF

A; corn matures, you be- 
gin thinking about fixing the corn 
picker to give the most efficient and 
safe operation. Ohio State engineers 
tell us point by point how to get your 
corn picker ready for husking 

1. Check the picker for worn and 
broken parts and loose bolts. Make all 
necessary repairs before harvest. 

2. Check chain and belt tensions. 
Adjust to the proper tension as shown 
in manufacturer's instruction manual. 


3. Loosen the adjustment on all 
slip clutches. Let the clutch slip for a 
few revolutions and then readjust to 
the correct tension. New machines fre- 
quently have paint between the clutch 
faces, and on old machines the clutch 
may become rusted, 

4. Lubricate the picker, following 
the manufacturer's recommendations. 

5. Obtain the proper power-take- 
off speed. The instruction manual with 
your picker gives a recommended speed. 
Set the tractor throttle so the power- 
take-off is 15 to 20 r.p.m. above the 
recommended speed before the picker is 
attached. Low power-take-off speeds de- 
crease the capacity of the snapping and 
husking rolls and = frequently cause 
clogging. High power-take-off speeds 
will result in greater loss from shelling. 

In good corn years the moisture 
content of the kernels of mature corn 
should range from 20 to 309% when 
the first killing frost occurs. Within 
a few days following the frost, the corn 
may be stored in normal cribs. 

Corn with up to 300% moisture in 
the kernel will store safely under ordi 
nary conditions of crib storage when 
harvesting is delayed until cold weather, 
when foreign material is removed from 
the corn, and when suitable ventilation 
is used in the crib. Safe storage depends 
upon the moisture content of the ker- 
nel, amount of husks, silks, shelled corn, 
and the type of storage available. 

Purpose of the gathering unit is 
to deliver the corn to the snapping rolls. 
The corn row must be centered in the 
gathering unit or high losses and clog- 
ging may result, Careful driving will 
result in a much better job. 

When picking corn which is either 
down or leaning badly, tile the picker 
forward so the gathering chains will 
run close to the ground. Increasing 
the speed of the gathering chains will 
help in picking up down corn. 

The finger link on one gathering 
chain should be midway between two 
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links on the other to be “in time.” Im- 
proper timing will result in the gather- 
ing chains delivering groups of stalks 
to the snapping rolls. 

The distance between the snapping 
rolls may be changed on all pickers 
to meet varying conditions. When the 
cornstalks are either small or tough, set 
the snapping rolls closer together. Large, 
dry or frozen stalks require a wider 
setting of the snapping rolls. In experi 
mental work at the Ohio Station, it was 
found that with a close spacing of the 
snapping rolls, shellage was likely to 
be high. This was because the machines 
clear slowly and the ears were held on 
the snapping rolls for a long period. 
Too wide a roll setting also will result 
in a large amount of shelling. 

Too high a speed of the snapping 
rolls may drive the stalk into the 
ground and cause stalk breakage. This 
will reduce snapping efficiency. It also 
will cause clogging and shelling. If 
stalks are pulled out by the roots, speed 
of the snapping rolls should be in- 
creased or the rate of forward travel 
decreased. With some machines, in- 
creasing snapping roll clearance may 
eliminate stalk breakage. Check the in- 
struction manual to determine if the 
speed of the snapping rolls can be 
changed on your picker without chang- 
ing the speed of other parts. 


To Reduce Clogging 


Clogging caused by a heavy crop 
and large quantities of trash may be 
reduced by decreasing the rate of for- 
ward travel. If this does not correct the 
difficulty, the ability of the rolls to 
grasp the material 
may be increased 
by using special 
lugs. 

Husking roll 
adjustments consist 
of varying the 
tension on the 
rolls, adding pegs 
to the rolls to in 
crease their an 
gressiveness and/or 
adjustment of the 
mechanism feed- 
ing the corn over 
the rolls. The ten- 
sion should be in- 
creased when the 
husks are tight 
and the ears are 
small. When the 
husks are extreme 
ly tight, special 
lugs or pegs may 
be added to the 


s Your Corn Picker Ready? 


Do not expect the husking rolls to 
perform efficiently if considerable trash 
is coming into them from the snapping 
rolls. Trash can be reduced by proper 
snaping roll adjustments. Overloading 
the husking bed by driving too fast also 
will cause a poor job of husking. 

Maybe you will want to clip these 
probable causes of trouble and pin it 
in your book of instructions: 


Are snapping rolls clogging? (1) 
You are crushing the stalks; increase 
space between snaping rolls. (2) You 
are pulling stalks up by the roots; in- 
crease snapping roll speed or rate of 
forward travel. (3) Your snapping rolls 
are worn; replace, or weld on beads of 
metal. (4) You are driving too fast; 
slow down. (5) Corn very dry? add 
lugs to your rolls to increase aggressive- 
ness. (6) Snapping rolls speed too 
high? decrease it. 

Are your husking rolls clogging? 
(1) Too much trash coming up? adjust 
snapping rolls. (2) Too much corn on 
your husking rolls? decrease rate of for- 
ward travel. (3) Ear retarder bucking? 
adjust so ears move evenly over ear 
retarder. 

Shelled corn on ground? You are 
driving too fast, your snapping rolls 
are not spaced properly, your snapping 
roll speed is too fast, or too slow, or 
you've got too many lugs or pegs on 
your snapping rolls, so remove extras. 

Shelled corn in wagon? Maybe 
you've got too little tension on husk- 
ing rolls, or an old picker may need 
a new spring. Maybe too little clear- 
ance between ear retarder or husker 
feed apron and (please turn to page 17)

This development has created a 
need for unification of standards so that 
buyers of proven cattle may have a com 
mon denominator to appraise ability to 
gain and transmit. The American Beef 
Cattle Performance Registry Association, 
Box 660, Canyon, Tex., opens the op 
portunity to both small and large breed 
ers for officially recording proven cattle. 

We urge breeders in all recognized 
beef breeds to register superior cattle in 
order to give buyers an additional yard 
stick for selecting outstanding breeding 
stock. 

Under the general direction of the 
National Association, state associations 
and other approved organizations such 
as Experiment Stations and Extension 
Service are authorized to supervise the 
identification, feeding and care of ani 
mals, weighing, recording of information 
and making applications. Your animals 
can qualify on (1) weaning weights ad- 
justed to 205 days of age and (2) feed- 
ing weight gains for 140 days. 

To qualify for weaning weights, the 
animal must be registered in a recog 
nized breed association and be identified 
by a tattoo, brand number or some 
permanent identification. The calf must 
be weighed between 160-250 days of age 
to qualify when running on pasture with 
its mother, and with or without protein 
supplement. Female calves must weigh 
at least 425 Ibs. and males must weigh 
at least 475 lbs. with adjusted weaning 
weights at 205 days of age. Calves that 
are run with their mothers on pasture 
and creep fed must be weighed between 
175 and 235 days of age; the males 
must weigh 500 Ibs. and females 450 
lbs. adjusted to 205 days of age. A 
calf raised in the feedlot with no restric- 
tions on the kind or amount of feed, 
the males must weigh 525 Ibs. and the 
females 475 Ibs. And 25 Ibs. will be 
added to all weights for those calves on 
a nurse cow. The National Association 
has an “age of dam conversion factor”

which varies for breeding cows from 2 


years old to cows 13 years and older 


Owners may make application to 
their State Association or their official 
organization if they wish to enter indi- 
vidual bulls on gain tests for 140 days 
The requirements to qualify for the gain 
test are: (1) an animal must be weaned 
between 6 and 13 months of age, on test 
ration for two weeks, officially weighed 
on consecutive days and the average 
weight taken; (2) the final weights will 
be taken in the same manner after 140 
days at approximately the same time of 
day as the initial weighing, at which

time bulls fed protein supplement on 
pasture must gain at least 408 Ibs. on 
an official 140-day test.

Market Forecast: 





Don’t Overdo It 


Livestock farmers put 
7-8% more in the till from sales of their 
produce in late summer than a year 
previous. You sent fewer meat ani- 
mals to market, but they brought far 
more $ than the high volume in 1956. 
fluctuations,

Allowing for seasonal 
meat supplies will 
lower level in the next 6-8 months. 
If consumer demand stays high, live 
stock farmers’ incomes will maintain 


this year's gain 


Beef steers and heifers of the 
upper grades probably have seen their 
price highs for this year; but any fall 
and early winter drop should be much 
less severe than last season. Decline by 
February may not be more than $1-2. 

Feeder movement dropped sharply 
below last year’s, when drouth forced 
early runs from the range. This year 
they had plenty of grass; many would 
sell only for delivery at end of grazing 
season. So, movement of cattle to feed- 
lots and their return to market as fat 
cattle will be later than last year. This 
will help sustain prices next winter and 
early spring. 


Stocker and feeder prices soft- 
ened a little at the start of fall after 
holding all summer tairly close to the 
spring peak. Signs that the fat cattle 
market had topped out made many fin- 
ishers cautious and unwilling to meet 
high asking prices of range growers. 
Much contracting for later delivery has 
been going on in the last few weeks, 
but a fairly large number of cattle is 
still to be sold. 

Prospects for cattle feeding profits 
look somewhat less promising than last 
year. The increase in cost of feeders will 
be considerably greater than any de- 
crease in feeding cost. Fat cattle prices 
in the first half of 1958 may be a little 
better than this year's—fewer to place 
on feed. 

It looks best to sell fed cattle as 


soon as they are well finished for their 
kind, waiting only for a minor price 
rally, Avoid making them over 1,200 
lhs, Sell grassers early unless you have 
good feed to carry them a while after 
the grazing season ends, Buy your feeder 
requirements promptly if prices weaken, 
If the do not, “wait it out” on part of 
the number you want. Buy beef cows 
and heifers if you've been waiting to 
start a herd. 


Hog prices will continue to de- 
cline seasonally in the next 2 months, 
possibly longer. The early winter low 
is likely to be $5-6 a cwt. below the 
summer high of around $23 for barrows 
and gilts at Chicago. The winter price 
upturn will be smaller than that of early 
this year. Prices next spring and sum- 
mer probably will average moderately 
lower than this year and the fall drop 
in 1958 may put prices at unprofitable 
levels for many. 


Movement of hogs to market prob- 
ably will increase 20-25% from Sept. to 
Dec. Starting late in the year, supplies 
probably will be slightly larger than a 
year previous and will continue larger 
by a gradually increasing percentage 
through 1958. Hog prices, the ratio of 
hog prices to feed costs and the supply 
of corn are likely to stimulate rapid 
expansion of breeding herds. 


The fall pig crop for market from 
late winter to early summer next year 
probably will be up 4-5% and the next 
spring pig crop will show a bigger in- 
crease. The U. S. hog-corn ratio was 16.3 
in Aug. It will stay quite high through 
the fall breeding season. In 10 seasons 
when the Sept.-Dec. ratio averaged 14.7 
or higher, producers increased sow herds 
for spring litters every year, by 10% 
more in 7 of the years. 

It will pay to keep topping out 
hogs at 200-220 Ibs, in the next 2 
months. During the rest of the year it 
will be a little safer to wait for a bulge.

Don't sell underweights; they'll bring 
$1-2 less than top hogs. Shotes that 
can't be brought up to 200 lbs, by late 
Nov, might well be put on slower feed 
and headed for the Jan-Feb. market. 
Save every fall pig you can; they should 
he almost as profitable as the last crop. 
Breed sows for early spring pigs, but 
cut down on breeding for the late spring 
crop. The earlier the pigs are the better 
they'll sell. Late spring pigs are likely 
to be sold on an unprofitable market. 
Get growthy meat-type breeding stock 
if you don't have it. 


Lamb prices may show some 
weakness in the near future, until near 
the end of the year. They usually de- 
cline at this time to low point in Dec. 
Increasing market supplies during Oct., 
when many range producers cash in, 
will put a little more pressure on prices. 
However, the reduction of 3% in the 
lamb crop (5% in the West), halding 
back ewe lambs for replacements and to 
enlarge flocks and good demand for the 
light supply of feeders will hold prices 
to growers at the best fall level in 5 
years. 


Lamb finishers face a tougher pros- 
pect than last season. Feeders are costing 
$2-2.50 a cwt. more, an increase of $1.20- 
1.75 a head over last year. Feed costs 
may be down 30 to 40¢ a head. The 
wool incentive payment will be quite 
small. Fed lambs will have to bring 
$1-1.50 a cwt. more next winter and 
early spring than a year earlier to give 
finishers their usual margins to cover 
other costs and a little profit. If the 
short supply of feeder lambs holds down 
the number placed on feed, prices are 
likely to average (please turn to pg. 19) 
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Tuere is still time to breed 
your sows and gilts for early winter 
pigs, that should make 200-lb. U.S. 
No. l’s by next summer. If we would 
swing over to Meat Hogs and Multiple 
Farrowing we'll stay in a_ profitable 
bracket for some time. Notice where 
the packers in the American Meat In- 
stitute have come right out for merit 
buying, which means the premium that 
Prof. Billie Smith advocated in this 
paper 4 years ago. 


But the road block to winter far- 
rowing would be cold and dampness. 
We could surmount that by hanging 
a gas-fired heater from the ceiling or 
rafters. Mr. Bayard Scott, mentioned in 
August as having an LP-gas heater in 
his barn basement, says he is getting the 
highest prices for his spring pigs that 
he ever got in his life. This summer he 
just shut off the heater, operated the fan. 


Levin Olson, down below Vinton, 
at Van Horne, la., put one in his tile 
farrowing house. Wish we could get a 
picture of that one. Father Oscar Olson 
is so pleased with his son’s heater-venti- 
lator that he is installing one in his own 
hog house. “Our farrowing house had 
frost on the inside before we installed 
the Century unit,” said Levin Olson, 
“but now we never had such dry, com- 
fortable conditions for getting the pigs 
born. One time last winter I ran out of 
gas on that skid-mounted tank there, 
and even while waiting for the LP man 
to come I noticed the frost starting to 
form.” His building is 24° X 48’, not 
insulated. 


No rest for brood sow! 


Some of our ultra-modern hogmen 
are weaning pigs only 3 days old now 
and fetching them up on Damon Cat- 
ron’s pre-starter, pig starter and grower 
rations. Well, give 4 days to get the 
piglet away from mother’s breast, almost 
human as it were! The sow comes in 
heat 3 days after she gives up the 
nursing job. She is bred again. If she 
settles we count the 3 months—3 weeks 
—3 days and she is due to farrow again 
in 114 days. My gracious, if she keeps 
steadily employed at the brood sow busi- 
ness she could have 3 litters in one year. 


Yep, it has been done, but it’s hard 
to get a practical hogman to admit 
it, except just to see if suis scrofa could 
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be so fecund. Not practical now. A big 
percentage of the sows so bred will not 
settle; so Bob Parkison, the Chester 
White breeder who was the first, great, 
dedicated secretary of the National Swine 
Growers Council, told me. At the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin with all the scien- 
tific means available only 6° of their 
sows conceived during that early post- 
partum heat period, yet *4ths of the 
sows were ready to breed from 8 to 16 
days after farrowing and only 5% of 
those had to be re-bred. 


But it is an interesting speculation 
—}3 litters a year, or even in a year and 
a fortnight. Remember once when I 
wrote an editorial asking our sheep 
farmers why we couldn't have 2 crops 
of lambs a year, since the gestation pe- 
riod was only 5 months. The practical 
shepherds bawled me out, and good, 
until a Dorset man from New York, a 
Hampshire man from Illinois and a 
western-ewe man from lowa came to my 
defense. They've been raising 2 sets of 
lambs from the same ewes right along. 


Multiple farrowing—orderly supply 


Oh well, you live and learn. The 
point I really wanted to make is that 
we should not have all our pigs’ birth- 
days just in March and September. That 
submerges the market with the finished 
shotes in spring and fall when the old 
law of supply-and-demand decrees the 
lowest prices. If we spread the farrow- 
ing we level the marketing curve and 
stabilize the prices paid, make year- 
‘round use of our equipment, make pig 
raising regular employment rather than 
overwork and loafing—more than you 
can ‘tend to one month and then not 
enough to keep the hired man busy un- 


til fall. 


Even the old sow likes winter far- 
rowing—if her bed is dry and the tem- 
perature is between 50° and 60°, in- 
stead of hugging zero. Let out of her 
farrowing crate, she will go to the bath- 
room (which no cow will ever do!) 
each morning and evening, get her feed 
and water, and then come back like 
a good girl to her own stall. You know, 
pigs have brains, intelligence, sagacity. 
Indeed, they surpassed all other animals, 
including the monkey, in working the 
16-compartment maze.

this. But I can sweat, and a pig can’t; 
that is, not very much except from that 
marvelous cartilaginous disc at the end 
of the snout. A hog does have a few 
sweat glands, but they do not work any 
better than his sebaceous (oil) glands 
since he came out of the woods and 
settled down to farm life. Maybe that's 
why we have to grease the pig before 
turning him loose in the county fair 
scramble for the boys. 


Temperature and gains 


The new-born pig doesn't have its 
thermostat regulated very well They 
just die from the cold before you know 
it. At Indiana's Purdue University they 
saved 17% more little pigs from litters 
farrowed in heated than in unheated 
pens. Lighter pigs die from chilling 
quicker than heavier ones, because they 
have to generate more body heat. They 
have to consume more feed which goes 
into body warmth rather than into 
growth 

California scienusts fan tests in 
their psy« hometric chamber—a controlled 
climate room where they can measure 
the effect on animals of both temperature 
-lb. Durocs and 


and humidity—with 
Poland Chinas. They grew fastest and 
had the best feed conversion at 60°] 
Indeed, they gained 2 Ibs. a day on 4 Ibs 
of grain at 60°F. When they reduced the 
temperature to 40 F. it took 10 Ibs. of 
feed for | \lb. of gain. The extra feed 
had to be “burned” inside the hog in 
order to make up the 20 difference in 
barn temperature A sheep has wool, 
a cow hair, and a chicken feathers, so 
they are not bothered by chilly weather 
as much as a hog 

Ventilation is important too A 
brood sow has got to have about 1,000 
cubic feet of air every 60 minutes, if 
that silly old fellow who observed 
“What's time to a hog? ever asks you, 

Ihe principal purpose of ventilation 
is to remove the excess moisture which 
is caused by the animal's breathing. The 
respiratory surface in your lungs is a 
lot greater, about 40 times as much 
than the surface of your body, of course 
Same with the hog. And the respirator 
surface in the lungs is all moist, so the 
water is continually evaporated there 
and passes into the air of the hog house 
as moisture. Unless it is dried out it 
can cause a lot of dampness, breeding 
ground for bacteria and flu

Performance-Test Your Sheep 


by Dr. R. M. Jordan 


Wisas kind of records do 
you keep on your flock? Do they help 
breeding stock? Do 
they help your prospective buyer in se- 


you in selecting 
lecting rams? Do you use your produc- 
tion records in your advertising? 
Many of you would have to answer 
But 
unless the purebred sheep breeders of 
America offer performance-tested breed- 
ing stock in larger numbers than is now 


no to several of these questions. 


the case someone else is going to do the 
for The 
longer, nor should it, 


job you showring can no 
serve as the sole 
measure of usefulness of our livestock, 
The showring can, and should, continue 
to illustrate type desired by 
our commercial producers and the type 
most desired by the meat consumer. But 
let's not rely on it as the only measure 


of merit and usefulness of our sheep. 


acce pted 


A good scale and the keeping of 
production records should be a require- 


ment for all who intend to sell flock- 
improving breeding stock. Weigh and 
grade your lambs and wool and use 
those records in selecting your own 
breeding stock and in advertising the 
merits of your entire flock to prospec- 
tive buyers. 

Most ram buyers produce com- 
mercial sheep. They are interested pri- 
marily in pounds of lamb and wool 


produced per year and how long they 
can count on high productivity in their 
ewe band. They want and are willing 
to pay a premium fer breeding stock 
that will maintain or add to the high 
productivity of their flock. 
Apparently what we lack is a uni- 
form means of determining the top ewes 
in our flock as well as a method of com- 
paring the excellence of one flock with 
another. The animal breeder calls such 
a measuring system a Production Index. 
There is nothing new about 
they have 
measuring 


certainly 
indexes and 
effective 


these selection 
proven to be an 
stick to facilitate the improvement in a 
given herd or flock. 

Few, if any, of our sheep breeders 


use such an index. The reason is that it

is entirely too complicated. What we 
need is a simplified and yet effective 
index, one that could almost be figured 
out on the back of a match clip. Such 
a system should incorporate only those 
factors that are used in determining the 
over-all productivity of the sheep and 
that are meaningful to the prospective 
buyer. For example: 


PRODUCTION INDEX 


Type of Birth Points 
Single born, single raised 0 
Twins born, single raised 5 
Twins born, twins raised 10 
Lbs. of lamb per ewe at 

120 days, per Ib 1 
(add .4 of Ib. for each day under 120 days

Pounds of Wool, per Ib 3 

By simply adding up the points 
credited to each factor the breeder ar- 


rives at the total index. This system is 
simple enough so that many breeders 
would adopt it, and it would greatly aid 
in finding the most productive ewes and 
lambs in the flock. 

Our Purebred Sheep Associations 
should take the leadership in establish- 
ing such an index. I believe that the 
breeds of sheep that will push to the 
forefront in popularity in the future will 
have Associations that not only do a 
good job of recording and promotion, 
but also a superb job in aiding their 
members in breeding sheep of high pro- 
duction capacity. 

Until your Association adopts and 
promotes some type of index, you as an 
individual sheep breeder can keep more 
meaningful records and use them as aids 
in the improvement of your flock and in 
selling breeding stock. A lamb’s weight 
at a given age, whether it was a single 
or a twin, and the weight of the fleece 
from the ewe are vital facts, easily gath- 
ered, that every ram buyer is entitled to. 
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Now 
on the Level 


Jor Callahan, farmer, 
president of the Chester White Record, 
says if all producers would market their 
pigs lighter, not over 190-210 Ibs., we 
could eliminate the price drag; surplus 
lard is produced after our hogs reach 
210 Ibs.; we could be raising 8,000,000 
more hogs than the 10-year average with 
the same amount of lard; in order to 
be profitable, pigs must be good-doers 
and go to market in 5-6 months at 
190-210 Ibs. 

@ Down in Maryland 72 pigs are 
running around that were sired by a 
Landrace boar in Norway—by artificial 
insemination. The University of Illinois 
has 560 test-tube pigs. The Norwegian 
semen was flown over and used to im- 
pregnate the Beltsville sows 36 hours 
after collection. 

@ One-half of a percent of phosphor- 
us in Purdue’s hog ration made gain a 
fourth faster, that is with 14% protein 
to 100 Ibs. and then 12% protein. On 
feed with lower protein content the 
0.45% phosphorus helped feed conver- 
sion even more. . . . Pastured hogs 
saved 1 lb. of feed out of 15 over dry 
lot hogs. . . . Bred sows fed 10 Ibs. of 
fine-chopped corn silage a day do better 
with an ear of corn and 114 Ibs. of 
protein supplement... . Pigs on pasture 
were making 100 lbs. of pork on 299 
Ibs. of balanced ration. 

@ Over in England, Alan Ramsay is 
trying to find the “first-ever live litter 
of piglets anywhere in the world to 
reach 1,000 Ibs. or more at 8 weeks 
of age.” He says they've had one litter 
of 18 pigs, that suckled in 2 shifts, to 
make 96614 Ibs. in 56 days. Shucks, 
Alan, Don Koch had a litter out in 
Iowa with only 15 pigs that weighed 
935. But give us until May 10th, 1958, 
old fellow, and one of our BREEDER'S 
GAZETTE farmers will win your £ 50. 
How much is that in U.S.A. $? 

@ At the llth Tamworth Type Con- 
ference at Madison, buyers could bid on 
litter-mates with slaughter information 
available.

Q At what weight should pigs be 
put in the Pig Parlor? 
Recommended weights are 40 


to 60 lbs. 
Q Is this Pig Parlor idea designed

A No. It is simply a way to help 
the hog man put his business on a 
modern, assembly-line basis and to 
take advantage of better manage- 
ment practices. 

Q Does Purina furnish pigs on 
shares to fill Pig Parlors? 


A Absolutely not. Purina Pig Par- 
lors are financed no differently from 
any other hog operation. Local 
bankers and some dealers may 
finance Pig Parlors, as they do other 
hog operations.
